In the 
popular estimates tie farm and the 
country village have been the nurs- 
eries of a stronger race of beings, both 
mentally and physically, than the 
confi areas of cities. To what ex- 
tent this is actually the case in fact 
is another question, which if it were 
studied out as an independent piece 
of research work would involve the in- 
vestigator in a labyrinth of difficul- 
ties. / 

Thanks, however, to the tireless 
labors of Dr. Henry J. Morgan of 
Ottawa, it is possible to arrive at a 
fairly accurate estimate of the rela- 
tive situation in Canada. Dr. Morgan 
has just completed the compilation 
of a new édition of “Canadian Men 
and Women of the Time,” in which 
he has gathered together information 
about some 6,900 persons who may be 
regarded as the leading people of the 
Dominion in all walks of life. From 
this mass of biographical data it is no 
very arduous task to work out some 
which will 
throw light on the proportionate 
standing of city and country in the 
production of Canada’s foremost citi- 
zens, says W. A. Craick in a clever 
analysis which appeared recently in 
The Toronto Globe. 

Combining the figurés for the nine 
Canadian Provinces, the standing is 
this:

The remainder of the 6,900 people 
listed in the volume are made up/of 
those who were born in the British 
Isles, Newfoundland, the United 
States, Europe, etc. It may be inter

Almost every 
country in Europe, besides Australia, 
India, South Africa, South America, 
the East and West Indies, and New 
Zealand, is represented in the list. 
The distribution of the 6,900 lead- 
ing Canadians is likewise a matter of 
interest. Possibly the most significant 
feature in tracing out where al! the 
people have migrated and*where they 
now dwell is the way in which so 
many have drifted to the weatern pro- 
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vinces. It has already been noted that 
only a paltry 44 are native-born west 
erners. To-day 768 leading Canadians 
reside west of the great lakes, The 
effect of this movement is most r- 
ticeable in Ontario and the Maritime 
Provinces. The list shows 2,800 born 
in Ontario; 1,016 born in the Maritime 
Provinces, but only 606 resident there. 
The exodus to the United States is 
also significant. The number of peo- 
le of note living in Canada who were 
orn in the United States is 210 where- 
as the number of Canadian-born not- 
abilities who have taken up their resi 
dence south of the line is 907 

It may be asked now: Who are 
these 6,900 leading Canadians, and 
what do they do? The largest indi- 
vidual class in Dr. Morgan's list em- 
braces clergymen and ministers of te 
gospel, who total 1,137, Next to them 
in importance are the men of busi- 
ness, a comprehensive class, including 
a great many commercial and finan- 
cial callings; these number 1,108. Of 
lawyers there are 904; of educationists, 
744; doctors come to 550, and civil

are 264 in number, and railroad men, 
202; of judges in the list there are to 
be found 255. Besides these, there are 
106 musicians, 133 bankers, 45 archi. | 
tects, 41 actors, 113 artists and 19} 
dentists, while, it is significant tha’ 
only 86 farmers have been able tu} 
break into this gallery of fame.

PROCESS OF DIGESTION. 


Secrets of the Stemach Disclosed by 
/  X& Ray Moving Pictures. , 
Regular moving pictures of the stom 

ach of human beings and animals it 

the process of digestion bave recently 
been exhibited in Germany, and ft |: 
believed that it will not be very long 
before such pictures will be exhibited 
to all medical students as a part of 
their course of training. - 
Experiments made first on cats. 
By adding a little subnitrate of bis: 


muth, a harmless powder, to the foods |: 


of the felines the contents of the stom. 
ach became visible to the X ray appa- 
ratus. By taking X ray photographs 
in rapid sucession it became ble to 
secure a moying picture showing the 
exact motions the stomech goes through 
when digesting a meal, 

The old idea that the stomach is di- 
vided practically into two parts, one 
being used ag a sort of oir and 
the other doing the digesting, is fully 
disproved by the pictures. The whole 
stomach works, < 

Soon after the, food enters the stom. 
ach begins to churn and knead back 
and forth. This churning movement 
takes the form of regular waves, which 
succeed one another at intervals of 
twenty seconds. As the food becomes 
thoroughly-digested it advances-to the 
“pylorus,” or “gatekeeper,” which al- 
lows it to pass on. So long as there 
are undigested masses In the stomach 
the kneading action continues and the 
pylorus remains obdurate. 

It is plainly shown by the moving 
pictures that worry, anger or other ex- 
citement causes the digestive appara- 
tus to stop. Observation on cats and 
other animals prcves that when they are 
teased or even whea they have been 
asleep and have had bad dreams there 
is a cessation of stomach movements, 

It is believed that o careful study of 
this subject will throw much new light 
on the digestive processes and ald ip 
the treatment of disease.—Thiladelpbia 
Press. 


MOST POWERFUL POISON. 


A New Product That Exhibits Seme 
Remarkabie Qualities. 

The most powerful po'son known is 
reported to have been extracted by a 
German chemist from the seeds of the 
ricinus, the familiar castor ol) plant, 
and has been attracting rouch attention 
on account of its remarkable proper- 
ties. 

Its power is estimated to be so great 


that a gram—about one-thirtietb of an | 


ounce—would kill a million and a half 
guinea pigs. If administered so as to 
cause severe iliness without death it 
gives immunity against a larger quan- 
tity, and the dose can be gradually in- 
creased until more than n thousand 
times as much can be endured as 
would kill an untreated animal, 

Though arsenic, morphine and other 
noisons can be taken in larger and lar- 
ger quantities, nothing app: oaching ibis 
marvelous increase in dose can be 
borne. 

The ricinus poison bas effects much 
like those of living germs, and in im- 
munized avimals an antitoxin is form- 
ed, so that injections of their blood 
serum may cure animals ‘that are al- 
ready in danger or have become ill 


‘from ricinus poisoning.—Los Angeles

VETERINARY LORE. 


Method of Treating Cuts and 
Brulees on the Horse. 

The shoulders of work horses often 
become chafed and sore ip spring be- 
cause owners do not give them proper 
attention, says A. & Alexander, M, D. 
C., in the Farm Journal. Fit the col- 
lar to the shoulder. Some folks think 
that any old collar will do and that all 
collars are.of the same size and pat- 
tern. A new collar steeped in hot wa- 
ter and fitted to the should will, when 
it dries out, be of proper shape. The, 
hand should easily slip between the 
sboulder and collar when the latter ts 
in place. Keep the collar clean and 
dry. Sweat, bair and dandrof mat. 
upon the {nside of the collar when the, 
horse {s at work and dry there at noon. 
Remove the collar, sponge it clean and 
Set It in the sun to dry. Do not wet It, 
but wipe or sponge off with sweet oll. 
Remove the barness at noon, It is 
cruel to leave it on the horse. 

He should also have bis shoulders 
Sponged off with cold water at noon 
and at night If they are tender, bathe 
them with a strong tea of ite oak 
bark or with strong alom 
with a solution of half an ounce ot 
tannle acid to a gallon of cold water. 
If sores form smear them witb an olnt 
ment made of one dram each of todo- 
form, tannic acid and boric acid to 
an ounce of lanolin, vaseline or un- 
salted lard. If a large “bunch” forms 
, it contains pus deep down under the 

levator humerl muscle and will have 
to be liberated by cutting; then pack 
the cavity once daily with oakum sat- 
urated In a mixture of equal parts of 
raw linseed ol] and turpentive. This 
will prevent the formation of a fibroid 
tumor. Where a tumor bas formed It 
will have to be cnt ont. Afterward 
pack as above directed. 

If the top of the neck tends to be- 
come sore do not clip off the mane, 
That aggravates the trouble, for the 
short, strong bristles are pressed into

parts clean and paint three times daily 
witb a lotion composed of two ounces 
| of tincture of fodine and six ounces of 
extract of witch hazel. Often a patch 
of skin dies, becomes horny and thick 
and-then is known as a “sitfast.” Pus 
exudes from around this sitfast. It 
must be cleanly cut out or bealing will 
| pot take place. After the operation 
ewab with tlocture of iodine every 
other day, and two or three times a 
day apply white lotion. 

White lotion is made by mizing to- 
gether tn a pint of soft, cold water 
one ounce of sugar of lead and six 
drams of sulphate of zinc. For use fo 
fy time add one dram of pure carbolic 
acld. Label the bottle “polsop” and 
shake It well before using, This is a 
fine lotion for application to all shal- 
low wounds, such as surface barb wire 
wounds and sore shoulders and necks. 
It is a drying lotion and makes the 
wound scab over. The scab should 
not be rubbed off. Healing goes on 
| under the seab, 

When a wound heals tardily swab it 
with tincture of fodine two or three 
times n week. If it tends to form 
proud flesh do not apply burnt alum or 
powdered blue stove (sulphate of cop- 
per). Better rob it Nghtly witb lonar 
caustic nepedl (nitrate of silver) and 
' {hep apply the following lotion which 
we have found useful for large barb 
wire wounds which fill op with grana- 
lar tissue and tend to leave a large, 
unsightly scar: Two ounces of snl- 
phate of zinc, half an ounce of chloride 
| of zine, one dram of bydrocblorie acid 
(dilute), one pint of soft, cold water, 
caramel, sufficient to color brown. [,a- 
bel “poison.” Shake before using. This 
is a very strong solution and should 
be used carefully. 


Wean the Foal Gradually. 

Don't let the colt go to pleces at 
Weaning thme. Wenn gradually, Give 
him good feed -oats are best—and the 
run of the pasture. Make the change 
from the dam's tllk 
pasture gradually. Don't keep the 
colt ted up tn a short, dirty baru. A 
lot or swnall pasture surronnied by 
smooth or woven wire or board fence 
is the ideal piace for exercise.

ILLITERACY HY OUR LAND. 


Census Statistics Show That it le on 

the Decline, 

The census statistics of iMiteracy for 

1910, now published, are very encour- 
| aging, while leaving much to be de- 
sired. In every section of the country 
| the proportion of those ten years of 
age and over who cannot write, which 
is the census test of iliiteracy, bas 
been reduced since 1900, It bas fallen 
from 24.9 to 17.4 per cent In the most 
illiterate section, the east south central 
states. It has fallen from 4,1 to 2.6 
per cent in the most literate section, 
the west north central states. It has 
| fallen from 10.7 to 7 per cent for the 
whole country. 

New York, with its great flood of 
| immigration, stands as in 1900 with 544 
per cent of literacy. Massachusetts, 
also handicapped in this way, has 
made a reduction from 6.6 to 5.2 per 
cent. Connecticut alone of all the 
atates bas lost ground, its illiteracy 
proportion now being 6 against 5.9 per 
cent In 1900, “ 

Loulsiana still leads in illiteracy, as 
fn 1900, but the proportion is cut from 
38.5 to 29 per cent, while Jowa, which 
tied with Nebraska for first place in 
literacy in 1900, now leads Nebraska 
and all the other states with a pro- 
portion of 1.7, 

If immigration affects adversely the 
standing of tke northeastern states 
the negro population still holds back 
the south. But even here there is note- 
worthy advance. Gver 61 per cent of 
Louisiana's colored population tén 
years old and more was illiterate In 
1900; now the proportion is 48.4. The 
reduction of negre illiteracy since 1900 
in the south Atlantic states bas been 
from 47.1 to 32.5 per cent; {n the east 
| south central from 4%.2 to 84.8 per 
cent; In the west south central from 
48 to 33.1 per cent.--New York World.

Official Rules Under Which the Pun- 
ishment le Applied.

1 follow the same feeding plan 
with clover as with rye. 
+ By the time clover is gone I try to 
have green corn. My plan is as fol- 
lows: I have six small bog pastures on 
the farm containing one and a halt 
acres each. ‘Three of these | plant in 
corn every year, alternating the flelds. 
J plant the first one just as soon as 
| possible with early corn. ‘Two weeks 
| follewing I plant the second lot and 
two weeks after this the third and 
sow each of these in peas at the last 
working of the corn. The peas are left 
for the hogs. By the time my clover is 
all gone I have corn about in fronsting 
ear stage In my first lot. This is cut 
and fed green to the cattle, The two 
remaining lots follow tn succession, 
leaving the peas to mature for the 
hogs. When the corn is fed up | begin 
ov pea vines, cut and fed green, and 
continue feeding these once a day until 
frost. 

In this section pastures are not very 
abundant, and I bave found that I 
could get far better results and more 
feed off a given amount of land by only 
allowing the cattle to run on pasture 
@ half day at the time and supple 
menting this with the crops named, in 
the manner stated, from the time cattle 
cowe out of winter quarters until they 
are put back on a grain ration in the 
fall. This 1s my general plan, and, of 
course, sometimes when the pastured 
are plentiful 1 pasture entirely, but 
this is rare. I think the extra amount 
of manure gained by keeping the cat- 
tle in a well littered feed lot half of 
the day, and especially the hot after. 
poons when they would not be feed- 
ing much If on pasture, easily pay @ 
profit on the cost of handling the feed 
hauled to the cattle, and I also figure 
that I can keep more cattle by doing 
this, 


Good Sows For Improvement, 

A lot bas been sald about the boar 
having an !immense influence on the 
herd, It is true that bis influence af- 
fects more animals than the Influence 
of any !ndividnal sow does. You can't 
expect one boar, however, to improve 
a poor herd all alone. He must have 
the help of some good sturdy sows 


that have been selected because of 
their type. 

The boar will stamp bis character- 
istics upon the offspring of almost nny 
sow, but be will vot produce pigs ex- 
acily Jike himself, ‘The sow has a big 
Influence on the pigs, and If she ts ex- 


ceptionally poor the pigs wilt certainly 
pot be so good as their sire. They will 
he better than thelr dam, of course, 
bot a herd can be bullt wp faster if at 
least a few of the sows are selected 
from the herd of some man who hae 
heen successful in breeding a protit-
